JUDGING ‘he SHOWS* 








NE of George Ade’s old fables 

dealt with an idiot who 

joined so many secret soci- 
eties and fraternal orders that his 
right hand, by virtue of the constant 
execution of lodge grips, got to look 
like a paralyzed crab. This charac- 
ter the MM. Kaufman and Man- 
kiewicz have taken over and made 
the central figure of a play called 
“The Good Fellow.” On the open- 
ing night, all the Algonquin friends 
of the authors were duly on hand to 
see to it that the exhibit, good or 
bad, got enough handclapping to 
make the policeman on the curb out- 
side think that Shakespeare and 
Moliére were back in town staging a 
big pinochle game. Despite the 
tributes of their boosters and well 
wishers, however, it must be la- 
mentably recorded that the authors 
have produced a very feeble affair, 
with but one scene—a highly amusing 
one showing a meeting of the lodge— 
to give it any life. 

Both Kaufman and Mankiewicz 
are intelligent and talented fellows 
and both certainly have enough good 
common critical sense to know that 
the applause vouchsafed their cur- 
rent effort by their backslappers is 
ridiculous. All that they have writ- 
ten, aside from the single scene 
alluded to—as they themselves un- 
doubtedly appreciate—is a one-note, 
machine-made comedy that gabbles 
incessantly about a character-theme 
without ever dramatizing it save in 
the most superficial manner. A 
competent troupe containing John 
Hazzard, Clara Blandick and Ethel 
Taylor—to say: nothing of some 
searchingly cast character types in 
minor réles—is of assistance in giving 
the play the appearance of being 
somewhat better than the authors,

“TL River,” by the Messrs. 

Harling and Stallings, is an- 
nounced on the program as “‘a native 
opera.” If “Deep River” is an 
opera, “Lohengrin” is a farce comedy. 
The underlying idea of the exhibition 
is a commendable and valuable one, 
to wit, to give expression to Louisiana 
life in its Creole heyday in terms of 
various native musical themes and 
rhythms. To object to the validity 
of the plan, as one professor has, on 
the ground that modern jazz rhythms 
are slightly anachronistic to the year 
1835 is as absurd as to object to 
“Salome” on the ground that Richard 
Strauss’ tonal eccentricities are even 
more anachronistic to a period 1835 
years earlier. But though the im- 
pulse is admirable, the accomplish- 
ment falls far short of that. For all 
that the authors of the exhibition 
have realized is a fairly good music 
show book punctuated at intervals 
with melodies. As an opera, they 
have gone little farther than Arthur 
Hammerstein did last year with his 
Russian “Song of the Flame.” 
Technically, “Deep River” follows 
much the same plan of organization 
as the latter. 

Of the three acts, the first is the 
most interesting. The second, con- 
sisting of a voodoo ceremony, is 
weakly imagined and is twice too long 
for its relatively scant material. 
And the third is just average musical 
comedy. For their ambitions, the 
Messrs. Harling and Stallings, to- 
gether with Mr. Hopkins, their im- 
presario, deserve congratulations. 
But for their achievement, I am 
sorry to say, regrets. “Deep River”

The Financial Churn 
by Theodore Williams 


URING the space of an entire 
month recently prices in the 
securities market went up 

and down with regular 
irregularity, some days more, some 


almost 


days less, but with a total motion 
that seemed to have done something 
to establish definitely the market's 
character and direction. After that 
amount of persistent churning there 
should have been a goodly pat of 
butter, of one kind or another, to 
show for it. And yet the net result 
was practically no change in the 
average of quotations and no true 
indication of any particular trend. 
There was no fundamental signif- 
icance to all that activity. It 
seemed as if things were to remain in 
a virtually static condition until some 
big event should strongly stir the 
financial pool. 

But anything like a stabilized state 
of affairs is displeasing to the pro- 
fessionalsand the speculative element. 
To them movement, and plenty of 
it, is of first importance. They want 
business to be active and prices to 
fluctuate widely and rapidly, so that 
they may reap large and quick 
profits—if they secure any at all.
